Thirty Buildings Destroyed in 
Philadelphia's Business Center, 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 27.—A tiny spiral 


of smoko curled out of the cellar window 
of a big building oa Market street at 6:50 
o'clock in the morning. A few hours later 
one of the most valuable blocks of real es- 
tate in tho city had been consumed in a 
raging flame. It was the block bounded 
by Market, Thirtc3Uth,Filbert and Juniper 
streets, iu the very heart of the city. A 
few steps to the right loomed the massive 
city hall, around the corner stands the 
great Pennsylvania railroad terminal. 


The total loss is variously estimated at 


from 11,000,000 to $2,000,000, but in the 
chaos and confusion now existing it is all 
but impossible to secure accurate figures. 
The loases are very generally covered by 
insurance. 


5.'he fire originated in the basement of 


the six story building extending from 1309 
to 1317 Market street, occupied in the 
lower floors by Hanscom Brothers, gro- 
cers, and above by the umbrella factory 
of Hirah & Bro. The smoke was discov- 
ered by a policeman, who promptly turned 
in an alarm, but the fire made such head- 
way that before the engines could be pub 
to work tho building was a mass of 
flames. 


With uncontrollable rapidity it then 


spread in all directions, destroying about 
thirty buildings before it had been finally 
controlled. The fire reached the big tower 
of Wananmker's store about an hour after 
it started, and the energies of the depart- 
ment were then almost concentrated upon 
saving that building. The tower was, 
however, entirely destroyed, together with 
the valuable clock chimes; the roof all 
along the Market street front was badly 
damaged, and a great deal of the stock in 
the front of the store suffered from smoke 
and water. 


The buildings wholly or partially de- 


stroyed were: 
Market street—1303-03, 


Potter & Co., photographers; John Hil- 
lam, druggist; 1305, C. K. Sterrer, cigars; 
1307, H. L. Roberts & Co., photographers; 
1309-17, Hirsh & Bro., umbrellas; Hans- 
corn Brothers, grocers; A. W. Dennett, 
restaurant; 1319, Blum Bros., cloaks and 
suits; iSSl, A. Marshall, restaurant; 1323, 
G. B. Wells, hats; 1335, John Dickson, 
heaters; 1327, Showell & Fryer, grocers; 
a number of small three-story structures 
on Thirteenth street up to Filbert, and 
four buildings on Filbert street, including 
the six-story printing house of Dunlap & 
Clarke. 


The intense heat from the burning 


building occupied by Hirsch Brothers 
cracked nearly all the heavy plate glass 
in the window frames along the sixth, 
floor of the east front of the public build- 
ings, north from Market street, and the 
wooden frames are scorched, while in 
many places the marble in the front of 
the hall is cracked. This is particularly 
true of the marble figures directly over 
the entrance on the east side. This is 
upwards of 200 feet away from the de- 
stroyed building. 


When the fire assumed alarming pro- 


portions and threatened the destruction 
of the entire block bounded by Thir- 
teenth, Market, Juniper and Filbert 
streets orders were given to remove the 
records of the city, belonging to the bu- 
reaus of fire and water, which are quar- 
tered in the building at the northeast cor- 
ner of Juniper and Filbert streets. These 
records were carried across the street to 
the public buildings, where they were de- 
posited In one of the rooms on the seventh 
floor. After the flames were gotten under 
control these records were returned to the 
respective bureaus. 


One man dropped dead of excitement. 


He was John A. Felt, bookkeeper In the 
employ of a carpet firm at 12-30 Market 
street. Felt, who was an old man, became 
excited while helping to get goods out of 
the store, and succumbed to heart disease. 
He was a native of Boston. 


Two firemen were injured by the falling 


walls while engaged in fighting the fire 
from Silver street. They were William 
J. Gorman, aged 33 years, who is assistant 
foreman of engine company No. 1. He 
was severely injured about the head, and 
burned on the neck by the burning em- 
bers. His companion was Frank Piper, 
36 years of age, a hoseman connected with 
engine No. 30, who was struck on the 
back by falling bricks and had his left 
shoulder contused. Several of the fire- 
men were overcome by the smoke, while 
others were affected by the intense cold, 
and had to bo taken to the Hahnomann 
and Medico-Cbirurgical hospitals for 
treatment.

Butts put. up at one 


of the principal hotels of Manchester. 
This was fourteen months ago. Butts 
pretended that he was an American 
millionaire.

hotel, during which he had succeeded 
in establishing a reputation for im- 
mense wealth, Butts went to a jewel- 
er, whom the cleric of the hotel 
recommended, nnd ordered him to 
bring up a large assortment of set 
gems and diamonds from which his 
wife was to make selection.

jeweler brought the diamonds to the 
hotel and exhibited them to the woman 
and Butts in their apartments. The 
woman at last decided to take a neck- 
lace of diamonds, with pins, bracelets 
and rings to the value of .£6000. Hav- 
ing made the selection she took them 
with an arch air—Butts having jcking- 
ly remonstrated at the amount—and 
put them in a bureau which stood 
against the wall. Butts then went to 
the office, saying that he would return 
at once with the £5000. The woman 
and the jeweler remained in conver- 
sation, 
borne time elapsed, and, as 


Butts did not reappear, the woman 
left the room ostensibly to look for 
him. 
At the end of fifteen minutes, 


neither returning, the jeweler became 
alarmed and forced the drawer of the 
bureau, whpre the jewels had been 
placed. They were ^gone. The trick 
was soon disclosed. 
Butts had long 


before cut through the partition, and 
could go into the adjoining apartment 
and take the jewels from the drawer at 
the back. This he had done. Search 
was made, but 20 trace of Butts or 
the woman could be arrived at. The 
arrest in Calcutta, the news whereof 
has just arrived, is the first heard of 
him since the Manchester robbery. 
He called himself Peter T. Tyndali 
while in Manchester.—London Paoer.

"It was in a big Northern city Joe 


jets lagged. He starts to do an old 
sarty who is to draw big money out 
>f a bank. Joe and a pal shadow the 
man all the afternoon. At last he 
makes his draw, about $4000, and 
starts over to one of those high desks 
>y the wall to count it. Joe tries the 
drop trick with him. 
It's easy and 


t's sure. About the time the party 
las thumbed half through his stack of 
tills, Joe taps him on the shoulder, 
oe had stoqd at the de?k making a 
ake of writing a draft, when the man 
omes up to count his stuff. Jos taps 
him all at once on the thonlder, as I 
say, and points down with his pen- 
holder at the floor. 


' "Beg pardon, there's a 820 on the 


floor. Of course the man stoops to 
get it. There ain't a man on earth 
who won't. 
When he straightens up 


the SiOJO he's been counting is gone. 
Butts's pal swipes it from the other 
side the moment the party ducts for 
theS2U, see?" 
"It's at this point the man does a 


surprising thing. He grab? Butts. 
Naturally, you'd think he'd turn alter 
whoever took the stuff. This would 
pive Butts a show to flit But, no; 
this man grabs Joe and yells like a 
tiger. 


' "He's got my money; he's got my 


SiOOO,' he say?. 
I think he was rat- 


tled and really thought Joe grabbed it 
himself. 


"Unt, anyway, he mane .1 big roar, 


and swung to Joe, anl before Joe 
conld shake the mau off they had him. 


"Wben 1hey La-1 Joe cooped, it 


didn't take the Hawksfaaws anJ Dia 
mond Eyes vt-ry long to lind out it's 
.loe BnUe. Do I think much of detcc- 


vcs? No, I don't They're a lot of 


stiffs nnd no good, except to stand

"All this time Joe had been plan- 


ning and thinking. Wild Willie took 
tiini in a bar of rubber an inch and a 
lialf square and a foot long. 
It was 


heavy and limber. 
You could knock 


an elephant down with it. 
The girl 


gets it into the jail under her frock, 
and when the guard was talking to a 
prisoner who called him away she 
passed it to Joe. Wild Willie wanted 
lo give him a gun, but Joe wouldn't 
aave it. 
" 'I never killed a man and never 


will. "I don't want no such sin on my 
soul,' said Joe. 


"Wild Willie didn't say nothing, 


but her eyes burned like lamps when 
she told me about it, and gave me back 
the pistol.

man's light out like drinking spring 
water. 


'There was two or three things to 


get ready, and Joe puts off bis coming 
out a week.

! Thirty Buildings Destroyed in 
Philadelphia’s Business Center. 


P hiladelphia, Jan. 27.—A tiny spiral 
of smoko ourlod o at of tho cellar window 
of a bit? building on Maricot street at 6:50 
o’clock in the morning. A fow hourslalor 
one of the most valuable blocks of roal es­ 
tate in tho olty had boon consumed in a 
raging flamo. 
It was tho block bounded 
by M arket,Thirteenth,Filbertaud Juniper 
streets, in the very heart of the city. 
A 
fow stops to the right loomed tho masslvo 
olty hall, around tho corner stands the 
great Pennsylvania railroad terminal. 


Tho total loss is variously estimated at 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000, but in tho 
chaos and confusion now existing it is all 
but Impossible to secure accurate figures. 
The losses aro very gonorally covered by 
insurance. 


Tho fire originated in tho basem ent of 
tho six story building extending from 1M9 
to 1317 Market street, occupied in tho 
lower floors by Hanscom Brothers, gro- 
ccrs, and above by tho umbrolla factory 
of Hirsh & Bro. 
The smoko was discov­ 
ered by a policomau, who promptly turned 
in an alarm, but tho lire made such head­ 
way that boforo the onginos could bo pub 
to work tho building was a mass of 
flames. 


W ith uncontrollable rapidity it then 
spread in all directions, destroying about 
thirty buildings boforo it had been finally 
controlled. Tho flro reached tho big towor 
of W anamakor’s store about an hour after 
it started, and the energies of the depart­ 
m ent were then almost concentrated upon 
saving that building. 
Tho tower was, 
howovor, ontlreiy destroyed, together w ith 
the valuable clock chimes; the roof all 
along the Market street front was badly 
damaged, and a great deal of tho stook in 
tho front of tho score sufforod from smoke 
and water.

a num ber of small three-story structures 
on Thirteenth street up to Filbert, and 
four buildings on Filbert street, including 
tho six-story printing house of Dunlap & 
Clarke. 


The intense hoat from the 
burning 
building occupied by Hirsoh Brothers 
cracked nearly all tho heavy plato ginss 
in tho window frames along the slxtl\ 
floor of the east front of tho public build­ 
ings, north from M arket street, and tho 
wooden frames are scorched, while in 
many places the marblo in tho front of 
the hall is cracked. 
This is particularly 
true of the m arble figures directly over 
the entrance on tho east side. 
This is 
upwards of 200 feet away from the de­ 
stroyed building. 


When tho fire assumed alarm ing pro­ 
portions and threatened tho destruction 
of tho entire block bounded by 
T hir­ 
teenth, 
Market, 
Juniper and Filbort 
stroets orders were given to remove tho 
records of the city, belonging to the bu­ 
reaus of fire and water, whioh aro qu ar­ 
tered in tho building at tho northeast cor­ 
ner of Juniper and Filbert streets. 
These 
records were carried across the street to 
the public buildings, whore they were de­ 
posited in one of the rooms on the seventh 
floor. After the flames were gotten under 
control these records were returned to the 
respective bureaus. 


Ono m an dropped dead of exoitoment. 
Ho was John A. Felt, bookkeeper in the 
employ of a carpet flrm at 1220 M arket 
street, Felt, who was an old man, became 
excited while helping to got goods out of 
the store, and succumbed to heart disease. 
Ho was a native of Boston. 


Two firemen were injured by the falling 
walls while engaged in fighting tho firo 
from Silver street. 
They woro W illiam 
J. Gorman, aged 33 years, who is assistant 
foreman of engine company No, 1. Ho 
was severely injured about tho head, and 
burned on tho neck by tho burning em­ 
bers. His companion was Frank Piper, 
80 years of ago, a hoseman connected with 
engine No. 30, who was struck on tho 
back by falling bricks and had his loft 
shoulder contused. 
¡Several of the fire- 
inen were ovorcomo by tho smoke, whilo 
others were allected by the intense cold, 
and had to bo taken to tho H ahnem ann 
And 
Medico- Chirurgical

for 
treatment.

In orchards sprayed ia 1S94 
there was less scab than in the uii- 
sprayed ones. Bitter rot, while more 
destructive than usual, was Jess preva- 
lent on trees sprayed with a sis-pound 
solution of Bordeaux mixture. 
At- 


tacks of codling moth were not pre- 
vented by the use of arsenics, the in- 
jury being due, the author think?, to a 
second brood of the mouth appearing 
alter the use of arsenics had been dis- 
continued. Bordeaux mixture was 
t-ilicient in causing ]e^s loss irom plum 
rot where the trees were sprayed 
weekly 
throughout 
the 
ripening 


period. At' this time ammoniacal 
copper carbonate solution is recom- 
mended, as it does not leave a sedi- 
ment that injures the appearance of 
the fruit. 
Paris green -was used with 


success for repressing the curculio. 


TAKING GUI STUMPS. 


As dynamite is the most powerful 


explosive and explodes so quickly as 
to tear things to pieces far moreelfect- 
ively than black powder, it is desir- 
able to use it on this account, as well 
as lor the reason that ifc will exert its 
force when placed loosely under the 
body to be torn up. 
To get ont large 


stumps proceed in this way: With an 
inch affd a quarter iron bar punch a 
hole in the ground directly under the 
middle of the etump, gently push the 
cartridge, made of half a stick of dy- 
namite with the cap and fuse attached, 
to the bottom of the hole, then pour 
water in the hole to settle the earth 
on the cartridge, and light the fuse. 
Or some dry.runningsand may be run 
into the bole. The explosion will tear 
a stump three feet in diameter into 
shreds, and these are easily gathered 
and burned. The holes are then filled 
and the land is ready for plowing. 
The cost is about twenty-five cents for 
a large stump, if the work is rightly 
done. Bocks may be broken up in the 
eame way. Or hard-pan ground to be 
dug may be broken up much more 
cheaply for digging a cellar or pitthan 
by picking it.—American Farmer.

the broken glass, or witb a doleful 
moan find the knotholes, is a harvest 
time for the deadly ronp. 
Speaking 


of this worst enemy of the poultry- 
man, F. H. Jacobs says: 


"For the ronp give a teaspoon ful of 


raw egg (white and yoiks slightly 
beaten together), three times a day. 
For swelled eye.«, anoint once a day 
with vaseline, and sprinkle n pinch of 
chlorate of potash down the throat. 
Add a teixspoonful of chlorate of pot- 
ash to every pint of drinking water. 
Keep the birds warm and feed meat, 
raw or cooked, as part of the ration. 
Mix a pint of spirits of turpentine 
with a bushel of lime that has air- 
slacked. 
Mix it intimately, and you 


may use more turpentine if you 
prefer. Scatter it everywhere, on 
lioors, yards, roosts, in ucsts and do 
not miss a square inch of space. Clean 
out the house and scatter liine daily. 
Do not waste time and labor after you 
find yon can do nothing, bat de&trov 
tbe birds. We never saw a fowl cured 
of roup that was ever worth keeping. 
Disinfect everything and get new 
stock from healthy birds, and always 
use the lime every week. Saturate 
everx-ibing, yards especially, with tho 
disinfectant. Here is a good disin- 
fectant: One pound of copperas, one 
pound of 
binesione (sulphate of 


copper), nnd six gallons of hot water. 
Dissolve I be minerals in tbe water and 
add a pint of sulphuric acid.

watering pot you can apply it every-1 


where. 
Do this three times a week 


before you get other fowl?. Burn or 
bury the bodies of all roupy birds. 
Scald the trough?, roosts, floors, etc., 
with the disinfecting liquid by heating 
it 
Burn up all the old nest?. In

experi- 


ments at spaying and feeding heifers 
and in feeding steers at the Iowa Ex- 
periment Station: 


"The operation of spaying tempor- 


arily retarded tho growth of heifers 
eighteen months of age, but heifers a 
year younger were not perceptibly in- 
terrupted. 


"The cost of feed per pound of gain 


in this experiment was 3.88 cents by 
the spayed heifers, 3.4:7 cents by the 
open heifers, and 3.90 cents by the 
steers. 
The former experiment cov 


ered a periods of eleven mouths' feed- 
ing, and tho latter fourteen months. 
In the former experiment the average 
daily gains for the total period were, 
spayed heifers, 2.G7 pounds; open 
heifers, 1.99 pounds; steers, 2.44 
pounds. In tho latter experiments the 
gains were, spayed heifers, 1.70 pounds; 
open heifere, 1.80 pounds; steers, 1.71 
pounds. The lighter gains in the lat- 
ter case were due to the fact that 
youii"«r Battle were used, and also to 
mrniuruble pasture conditions. 


tiir-i last experiment where con- 


ditions \vvre more nearly equal, the 
aeifers made a slightly greater aver- 
age gain from correspondingly less 
'eed, and at lass cost than the steers. 


"In the first experiment both lots 


of heifers sold for $4.75 per cwt, in 


ihicago, and the steers 65.75 on the 


same market. In the second experi- 
ment both lots of heifers sold for 
S4.25 and the steers for 84.50. All of 
ihese cattle topped their respective 
classes on the market. 


"The percentage of dressed beef 


made in tbe first experiment was 62,8, 
32.4, and G3.2 by the spayed, and opes, 
leifers and steers respectively; and in 
he second experiment it was 67.47, 
J8.59, and 67.05 by the spayed, and 
»pen heifers, and steers respectively. 
n both experiments the heifers have 
made about one per cent more weight 
n the high priced cuts of meats than 
be steers. 


"Carefully conducted slaughter and 
lock tests have not revealed any ma- 
erial difference in the character,com- 
)osition or quality of the meat from i 
he steers and heifers used in these I 
xpsriments. 


"But little if any benefit has been 


derived from spsying. 


"In both cases the heifers have given 


more profitable carcasses on the block, 
even when granting the higher valua- 
tion put on the leading cuts from the 
steers."

"DISCONNECTED NOTES." 


Harvey Johnson, of Logan, Iowa, 


in an address to the Nebraska Dairy 
Association, gives the following as 
"disconnected notes upon what we 
have learned from experience and what 
we are using in our business:1'" 


From the beginning we have had a 


plan, and are constantly working by it. 


Everything is done at a certain time 


and on time. 


We never forget to look after the 


comfort of every cow and are careful 
that every storm finds her in her stall. 


We prefer the swinging stanchion. 
Oats and corn ground together, with 


a little oil meal added, some bright 
cnt fodder and clover hay, make a 
model feed for the dairy. 


Fodder cut soon after the corn is in 


roasting ears is generally relished by 
the cow, but the results nre not as sat- 
isfactory as when it is cut later. 


We have found that a careless feeder 


can use a great deal of feed from which 
we get no returns. 


We allow no tobacco used in the 


barn nor creamerj. 


The cows ore milked at the same 


hour each day, in the same order and 
by the same person. 


A cow that wants more than thirty 


or sixty days' rebt we uo not want. 


Separator rniik, if fed while it retains 


its natural warmtb, has a feeding vclcC 
of four cents per gulion. 


We usually get two and one-half 


pounds of butter from each gallon of 
crea:n. 


We have found thai there is a great 


difference in dairy salt. 


We study the demands of tbc mar- 


ket and the tastes of onr customer*. 


We allow nothing whatever kept in 


the creamery except tbe cream and 
butter and tho machinery lor hand- 
ling them. 


We know of no business where the 


careful attention to detail counts for 
as much as in the dairy business. 


Knnoing the churn jnst one minute 


too long will often do for bntter what 
the most expert Initter maker cannot 
undo. 


When out butter is finished it does 


not nsaally contain more than twelve 
per cent, of water. 


Lastly, we have found that, unless a 


man likes to stay at home, and nnJesf 
he is on friendly terms with steady 
work, we would hardly advise him to 
engage in the tiairj business.

The great mass of the inhabitants are 
poor, and the production of food stuffs 
in the most favorable seasons is not 
largely in excess of consumption. The 
past year having been a year of scar- 
city a famine now prevails of the coun- 
try, adding vastly to the difficulty in 
staying the ravages of the plague. 
Ninety per cent, of the stricken victims 
die. 
The appalling misery of the situ- 


ation admits of no adequate portrayal. 


Lynchings have become so common 


in this country as to barely excite more 
than passing remark, unless they be ac- 
companied by such exceptional savag- 
ery as that which marked the lawless 
execution of three negro murderers at 
Amite City, La., on Tuesday night 
last. 
The phenomenal amount of 


homicidal violence in the United States 
has become a matter of serious con- 
cern. 
According to a recent article 


in The North American Review, by- 
Judge Parker, of the United Stales Dis 
trict of Kansas, there have been 43,.. 
903 homicides committed in the Unit- 
ed States during the last six years. IP 
the same time there have been 723 le- 
gal executions and 1118 lynchings. 
Last year the homicides in this country 
reached the awful total of 10,500, or 
875 per month. By way of compari- 
son it may be stated, on the Earl of 
Meath, that the number of homicides 
during 1896 in the United Kingdom 
was 289, or 23 per month. The hom- 
icides committed in this country by 
lynchers alone average 15 a month. 
We hold up our hands in horror over 
I he rule of the Spaniards in Cuba.

As dynamite is the most powerful

to tear things to pieces far more effect­ 
ively than black powder, it is desir­ 
able to use it on this account, as well 
usior the reason that it will exert its 
force when placed loosely under tho 
body to bo torn up. 
To get out large 
stumps proceed in this way: 
With an 
inch and a quarter iron bar punch a 
hole in the ground directly under the 
middle of the stump, gently push the 
cartridge, made of half a stick of dy­ 
namite with the cap and fuse attached, 
to the bottom of tho hole, then pour 
water m the hole to settlo the earth 
on the cartridge, and light the fuse. 
Or some dry.running sand may be run 
into the hole. 
The explosion will tear 
a stump three feet in diameter into 
shreds, and these are easily gathered 
and burned. 
The holes are then filled 
and tho land is ready for plowing. 
The cost is about twenty-five cents for 
a large stump, if the work is rightlj* 
done. 
Rocks may be broken up in the 
Fame way. 
Or hard-pan ground to be 
dug may be broken up much moro 
cheaply for digging a cellar or pit than 
by picking it.—American Farmer. 


ROUP. 


When tho chilly winds of winter 
begin 
to 
howl 
about the crack- 
bedecked henhouseand surge through 
the broken glass, or with a doleful 
moan find the knotholes, is a harvest 
time for the deadly roup. 
Speaking 
of this worst enemy of the poultry - 
man, P. H. Jacobs says: 


“For tho roup give a teaspoonful of 
raw egg (white and yolks slightly 
beaten together), three times a day. 
For swelled eyen, anoint once a day 
with vaseline, and sprinkle a pinch of 
chlorate of ¡potash down the throat. 
Add a teaspoonful of chlorate of jiot- 
ash to every pint of drinking water. 
Keep the birds warm and feed meat, 
raw or cooked, as part of the ration. 
Mix a pint of spirits of turpentine 
with a bushel of lime that has air- 
slacked. 
Mix it intimately, and you 
may use moro 
turpentine 
if you 
prefer, 
Scatter 
it 
everywhere, on 
floors, yards, roosts, in nests and do 
not miss a square inch of space. Clean 
out tho house and scatter lime daily. 
Do not waste time and labor after you 
find you can do nothing, but destroy 
the birds. 
We never saw a fowl cured 
of roup that was ever worth keeping. 
Disinfect everything and get 
new 
stock from healthy birds, and always 
use the lime every week. 
Saturate 
everything, yards especially, with tho 
disinfectant. 
Here is a good disin­ 
fectant: 
One pound of copperas, one 
pound 
of 
bluestone 
(sulphate 
of 
copper), and six gullons of hot water. 
Dissolve tho minerals in the water and 
add a pint of sulphuric* acid. 
With 
a watering pot you can apply it every­ 
where. 
Do this three times a week 
before you get other fowls, 
Burn or 
bury the bodies of all roupy birds. 
Scald the troughs, roosts, floors, etc., 
with the disinfecting liquid by heating 
it. 
Burn up all the old nests. 
In 
fact, clean out all the germs, or roup 


in the high priced cuts of meats than 
the steers. 


“ Carefully conducted slaughter and 
block tests have not revealed any ma­ 
terial difference in the character,com­ 
position or quality of tho meat from 
tho steers and heifers used in these 
experiments. 


“But little if any benefit has been 
derived from spaying. 


“Jn both cases the heifers have given 
more profitable carcasses on the block, 
oven when granting tho higher valua­ 
tion put on tho leading cuts from the 
steers.”

“DISCONNECTED NOTES.” 


Harvey Johnson, of Logan, Iowa, 
in an address to tho Nebraska Dairy 
Association, gives the following as 
“disconnected notes upon what wo 
have learned from experience and what 
we are using in our business:” 


From the beginning we have had a 
plan, and are constantly working by it. 


Everything is done at a certain time 
and on time. 


We never forget to look after the 
comfort of every cow and are careful 
that every storm finds her in her stall. 


We prefer the swinging stanchion. 
Oats and corn ground together, with 
a little oil meal added, some bright 
cut fodder and clover hay, make a 
model feed for tho dairy. 


Fodder cut soon after the corn is in 
roasting ears iB generally relished by 
tho cow, but tho results are not as sat­ 
isfactory as when it is cut later. 


Wo havo found that a careless feeder 
can use a great deal of feed from which 
we get no returns. 


We allow no tobacco used in tho 
barn nor creamer j . 


The cows are milked at the same 
hour each day, in the samo order and 
by the samo person, 


A cow that wants more than thirty 
or sixty days* rest we do not want. 


Separator milk, if fed while it retains 
its natural warmth, has a feeding valu( 
of four cents per gallon. 


We usually get two and one-half 
pounds of butter from each gallon of 
cream. 


We havo found that there is a great 
difference in dairy salt. 


Wo study tho demands of tho mar­ 
ket and the tastes of our customers. 


We allow nothing whatever kept in 
tho creamery except the cream and 
butter and the machinery tor hand­ 
ling them. 


We know of no business where the 
carelul attention to detail counts for 
as much as in the dairy business, 


Running the churn just one minuto 
too long will often do for butter what 
the most expert butter maker cannot 
undo. 


When out butter is finished it does 
not usually contain more than twelve 
per cent, of water, 


Lastly, we have found that, unless a 
man likes to stay at home, and unless 
he is on friendly terms with steady 
work, we would hardly advise him to 
engage in tlu dairy business,

Lynchings have become so common 
in this country as to barely excite more 
than passing remark, unless they be ac­ 
companied by such exceptional savag­ 
ery as that which marked the lawless 
execution of three negro murderers at 
Amite City, La., on Tuesday night 
last. 
The 
phenomenal 
amount of 
homicidal violence in the United States 
has become a matter of serious con­ 
cern. 
According to a recent article 
in The North American Review, by 
judge Parker, of the United States Dis 
trict of Kansas, there have been 43... 
903 homicides committed in the Unit­ 
ed States during the last six years. 
In 
the same time there have been 723 le­ 
gal executions and 1118 lynchings. 
Last year the homicides in this country 
reached the awful total of 10,500, or 
875 per month. 
By way of compari­ 
son it may be stated, on the Earl of 
Meath, that the number of homicides 
during 1896 in the United Kingdom 
was 289, or 23 per month. 
The hom­ 
icides committed in this country by 
lynchers alone average 15 a month. 
We hold up our hands in horror over 
the rule of the Spaniards in Cuba. 
What hypocrisy 1 
Before we attempt 
to deal with the Spanish butchers let 
us first control the butchers we have 
among us !— Record.

S ection 1.- Be it ordained by the Burgess and 
Town Council of tho Borough of MoSherrys- 
town and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same, That it shall bo tho duty of every 
person, incorporate or publio institution using 
or in any manner ocoupyins or using any house, 
store, shout, factory, stable or tenon?ont, and 
of persons having charge of churches and publio 
buildings oi every description within tho limits 
ot this Borough, or of ownorB of unoccupied 
houses or vacant !ots situate on any streets hav­

Attack on a Spanish Garrison of 


Two Hundred Men, 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 27.—A special to The 


Commercial Tribune from 
Key West 


cays: News from Havana reports that a 
hot battle was waged at Las Man gas, 
Pinar del Bio province, on Thursday, be- 
tween one of Colonel San Martin's de- 
tachments and two troops of insurgents 
commanded by the brothers Delgado. 
The place has a Spanish garrlsion of 200 
men. The Delgados marched to attack 
it, and word was sent by Spaniards to 
Ban Martin for aid. The insurgents pre- 
pared a reception for San Martin's band. 
On the way the column had to cross a 
deep creek through a narrow defile. The 
Cubans undermined the bridge and nid 
on the roadside beside tha thick brush. 


As the Spaniards came upon the bridge 


it went down and precipitated thirty men 
into the water. The regular formations 
were broken in tha attempt to rescue the 
soldiers in the water. Here the Cubans 
poured in a destructive fire, and then 
•boating "Cuba libre" charged fiercely 
upon them with machetes. The Span- 
iards could not retreat, and the fight was 
a hot and bloody one. Major Andres, the 
Spanish officer, was killed, with two of 
his lieutenants. 


The troops suffered terribly, the Cn-> 


bang hewing their way through them fco- 
warda the colors, where a more desperate 
hand to hand encounter occurred, but the 
Cubans captured the flag, and then the 
Spaniards fled. The troops at Las Mangas, 
hearing the firing, mado a demonstration, 
and the Cubans, fearing to be caught be- 
tween two fires, retreated, carrying off 
their dead and wounded. The Spanish 
loss is reported at over a hundred, while 
the Cubans did not lose over fifteen men. 


At the palace in Havana the report was 


sent in from Las Mangas of a Spanish 
Tiotory, but it added "the Spanish troops 
left the field before the insurgents did." 


On Jan. 24 the insurgents dynamited the 


iron bridge over the Tnnicu river at Sagua 
and as a consequence traffic is suspended. 
Major Prats has destroyed the prefecture 
of the insurgent, Captain Cardeso, in the 
zone of Placetas as far as Buena Vista, 
seizing the cattle and horses. The capture 
is important on account of the location, 
which is a strong strategic, position. The 
prefectures of Quinco Caperos at Dos Sier- 
ras were also destroyed. Captain General 
Weyler arrived at Colon, in Matanzas 
province, yesterday and went thence to 
Mangnito, proceeding then to the south. 


Settling Heavy Damage Claims. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Jan. 27.—The railroad 


accident which occurred on the Atlantic 
City meadows last summer and resulted 
in the killing of forty-four people and the 
injuring of about 100 more has proven a 
very costly one to the railroads. The ac- 
cident was caused by a Philadelphia and 
Beading flyer running into a West Jersey 
train having on board an excursion party. 
Since the accident the companies have 
been settling the claims for damages out- 
side of courts. It is estimated that thus 
far they have paid out in damages a sum 
amounting to nearly $1,000,000. One of 
the latest claims to be settled is that of 
Mrs. Samuel Mita. She brought suit for 
$90,000 damages for the death ^f her hus- 
band and one daughter and the injuring 
of herself and a eon, and the company, it 
is said, has given her $30,000 in settlement 


Freight Train Palls Through » Bridge.

SAPOLIO 
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Attack on a Spanish. Q-arrison of 
Two Hundred Men, 


CitfcrrwATi, Jan. 37.—A speolal to Tho 
Commercial Tribune from 
Koy Wosfc 
cays: Nows from Havana reports that a 
hot bat tle was waged at Lag Man gag, 
Pinar del Rio province, on Thursday, bo* 
tween one of Colonel San Martin’s de­ 
tachments and two troops of insurgents 
comnnandod by tho brothers 
Delgado. 
Tho place has a Spanish garrlslon of 200 
Inen. 
The Delgados marched to attack 
it, and word was sent by Spaniards to 
Ban Martin for aid. 
Tho insurgents pre­ 
pared a reception for San M artin’s band. 
On tho way tho column had to oross a 
deep creek through a narrow defile. Tho 
Cubans undermined the bridge and Hid 
on the roadside beside tha thick brush. 


As tho Spaniards came upon the bridge 
It wont down and precipitated thirty men 
into the water. Tho regular formations 
wore broken in the attem pt to resoue tho 
soldiers in tho water. Here the Cubans 
poured in a destructive fire, and then 
•houting “Cuba libro” charged fiercely 
upon them with machetes. Tho Span­ 
iards could not retreat, and the fight was 
a hot and bloody ono. Major Andres, tho 
Spanish officer, was killed, with two of 
his lieutenants. 


The troops suffered terribly, the Cu-* 
bang hewing their way through them to­ 
wards the colors, where a more desperate 
hand to hand encounter occurred, but the 
Cubans captured the flag, and then the 
Spaniards fled. The troops at Las Manga», 
hearing the firing, mado a demonstration, 
and tho Cubans, foaring to bo caught be­ 
tween two fires, rotreatod, carrying off 
their dead and wounded. 
Tho Spanish 
loss is reported at over a hundred, while 
the Cubans did not lose over fifteen men. 


A t the palace in Havana the report was 
gent in from Las Mangas of a Spanish 
Yiotory, but it added “tho Spanish troops 
left tho field before tho insurgents did.” 


On Jan. 24 the insurgents dynamited tho 
iron bridge over the Tunicu river at Sagua 
and as a consequence traffic is suspended. 
Major Prats has destroyed the prefecture 
of tho Insurgent, Captain Cardoso, in tho 
zone of Placetas as far as Buena Vista, 
seizing the cattle and horses. The capture 
is im portant on account of the location, 
which is a strong strategic, position. The 
prefectures of Quinco Ceperos at Dos Sier­ 
ras were also destroyed. 
Captain General 
Woylor arrived at Colon, in Matanzas 
province, yesterday and went thence to 
Manguito, proceeding then to tho south. 


S ettling Heavy D am age Claims. 


Camden, N. J., Jan. 27.—Tho railroad 
accident whioh occurred on the Atlantic 
City meadows last summer and resulted 
in the killing of forty-four people and tho 
injuring of about 100 more has proven a 
yery oostly ono to tho railroads. 
Tho ac­ 
cident was caused by a Philadelphia and 
Reading flyer running into a West Jersey 
train having on board an excursion party. 
Sinco the accident tho companies havo 
"been settling the claims for damages out­ 
side of courts. It is estimated that thus 
far they havo paid out in damages a sum 
amounting to nearly $1,000,000. 
Ono of 
tho latest claims to bo settled is that of 
Mrs. Samuel Mita. 
She brought suit for 
|W,000 damages for the death of her hus­ 
band and one daughter and the injuring 
of herself and a son, and tho company, It 
is said, has given her $30,000 in settlement.

Thirty Buildings Destroyed in 
Philadelphia's Business Center. 


PinLADEi.pnTA, Jan. 27.—A tiny spiral 
of snioko ourlod out of tho collar window 
of a biti building on Maricob sfcrootat6:50 
o*cloclr in the mornlnji. A fow liourslator 
ono of the most valuable blocks of m i l es- 
tate in tho city had boon consumod in a 
raKluK ilamo. 
It was tho blook bounded 
by Market, Thirtoouth, Filbert and Juniper 
streets, In the very heart of the city. 
A 
fow stops to the rl!?ht loomed tho massive 
city hall, around tho corner stands the 
great Pennsylvania railroad terminal. 


Tho total loss is variously estimated at 
from fl,000.000 to $2,000,000, but in tho 
chaos and confusion now existing It is all 
but impossible to secure acouraco figures. 
The losses aro very gonorally covered by 
insurance. 


Tho lire originated In the basement of 
tho six story building extending from l!i09 
to 1317 Market street, occupied in tho 
lower floors by Hanscom Brothers, gro- 
cers, and above by tho umbrella factory 
of Hirsh & Bro. 
The snioko was discov- 
ered by a policeman, who promptly turned 
in an alarm, but tho lire made such head- 
way that before the engines could bo put 
to work the building was a mass of 
flames. 


With uncontrollable rapidity it 
thon 
spread in all directions, destroying about 
thirty buildino:s beforo it had been finally 
controlled. Tho flro reached tho big towor 
of Wanamaker's store about an hour afcer 
it started, and the energies of the depart- 
ment were thou almost concentrated upon 
saving that building, 
Tho tower was, 
howovor, entirely destroyed, together with 
the valuable clock chimes; the roof all 
along the Market street front was badly 
damaged, and a great deal of tho stock in 
tho front of tho score suffered from smoke 
and water. 


The buildings wholly or partially do- 
•troyed 
wore: 
Market 
street—1303-03, 
Potter & Co., photographers; John Hil- 
1am, druggist; 1305, O. K. Sberrer, cigars; 
1807, H. L. Roberts & Co., photographers; 
1309-17, Hirsh & Bro., umbrellas; Hans- 
com Brothers, grocers; A, W. Dennett, 
restaurant; 1319, Blum Bros., cloaks and 
BUlta; 1^1, A. Marshall, restaurant; 18:i23| 
G. B. Wells, hats; 13:^5, John 
Dickson, 
heaters; 1H37, Showoll & Fryer, grocers; 
a number of small three-story structures 
on Thirteenth street up to Filbert, and 
four buildings on Filbert street, including 
the six-story printing house of Dunlap &; 
Clarke. 


The intense heat from the 
burning 
building occupied by Hlrsch 
Brothers 
craoked nearly all the heavy plato glass 
in tho window frames along the slxtl\ 
floor of the east front of tho public build- 
ings, north from Market street, and the 
wooden frames are scorched, while in 
many places the marblo in tho front of 
the hall Is cracked. 
This is particularly 
true of the marble flguros directly over 
the entranoo on tho east side. 
This Is 
upwards of 200 feet away from the de- 
stroyed building. 


When the flro assumed alarming pro- 
portions and threatened tho destruction 
of the entire blook bounded by 
Thir- 
teenth, 
Market, 
Juniper 
and 
Filbert 
streets orders were given to remove tho 
records of the city, belonging to the bu- 
reaus of flre and water, which are quar- 
tered in the building at tho northeast cor- 
ner of Juniper and Filbert streets. 
These 
records were carried across tho street to 
the public buildings, whore they were de- 
posited In one of the rooms on the seventh 
floor. 
After the flames wero gotten under 
control these records were returned to the 
respective bureaus. 


One man dropped dead of excitement. 
Ho was John A. Felt, bookkeeper in the 
employ of a carpet flrm at liiiiO Market 
street. Felt, who was an old man, ]>ecanio 
excited while holpnig to got goods out of 
the store, and succumbed to heart disease. 
He was a native of Boston. 


Two flremen wei*o injured by the falling 
walls while engaged in fighting the firo 
from Silver street. 
They wero William 
J. Gorman, aged 33 years, who is assistant 
foreman of engine company No. 1, Ho 
was severely Injured about the head, and 
burned on tho neck by the burning em- 
bers. His companion was Frank Piper, 
80 years of ago, £v Jiosoman connected with 
engine No. 30, who was struck on the 
back by falling bricks and had his loft 
shoulder contused, fcSeveral of the 
fire- 
men were ovorcomo by the smoke, 
whilo 
others were alTeoted by tho intense cold, 
and liad to bo taken to tho Hahnemann 
ftud 
Medico-Chirurgical 
hospitals 
for 
treatment.

FORT SMITH, Ark., Jan. 37.—Tlie lives of 
two men wore lost in a flre which occurred 
here in tho inorniug. 
They wore I. Pray,

Neb, A hall lamp on the second floor of 
the new Windsor hotel exploded and tho 
building was soon in flames. Those of the 
guests who }uiuie their escape did so by

Windsor building and and adjoining store 
wero destroyed and tho next building oc- 
cupied by Hank Wyman was badly dam- 
aged.

into stores to obtain shelter from the bit- 
ter cold. The loss is variously estimated 
at from 176,000 to $100,000.

homicidal violence in the United States 
has become a matter of serious con- 
cern. 
According to a recent 
article 
in The 
North American Review, by 
Judge Parker, of the United States Dis 
trict of Kansas, there have been 43.- 
903 homicides committed in the Unit- 
ed States during the last six years. 
In 
the same time there have been 723 le- 
gal 
executions 
and 
ir.18 
lynchings. 
Last year the homicides in this country 
reached the awful total of 10,500, or 
875 per month. 
By way of compari- 
son it may be stated, on the Earl of 
Meath, that the number of homicides 
during 1896 in the United 
Kingdom 
was 289, or 23 per month. 
The hom- 
icides commitied in this country 
by 
lynchers alone average 15 a 
month. 
We hold up our hands in horror over 
the rule of the 
Spaniards 
in 
Cuba. 
What hypocrisy! 
Before we attempt 
to deal with the Spanish butchers

INMEMMY. 


Attack on a Spanish Garrison of 
Two Hundred Men. 


OiTTCTXTTATi, Jan. S7.—A speoiftlto The 
Commercial Tribune from 
Koy 
Wost 
cays: 
News from Havana roports that a 
hot battio waa waged at Las Manga«, 
Pinar del Rio province, on Thursday, bo- 
tweon one of Colonel San Martin's de- 
tachments and two troops of Insurfjenta 
commanded by the brothers 
Delgado. 
The placo has a Spanish garrì slon of 200 
inen. 
The Delgados marched to attack 
it, and word was sent by Spaniards to 
6an Marfcln for aid. 
The Insurgents pre- 
pared a reception for San Martin's band. 
On the way the column had to cross a 
deep creek through a narrow defile. 
Tho 
Cubans undermined the bridge and Hid 
on the roadside beside the thick brush. 


As the Spaniards came upon the bridge 
It went down and precipitated thirty men 
Into the water. 
The regular formations 
were broken in the attempt to rescue tho 
Boldlers In the water. 
Here the Cubans 
poured in a destructive lire, and then 
•houtlng "Cuba libre" charged 
flercoly 
upon them with macheteo. 
The Span- 
iards could not retreat, and the light was 
a hot and bloody one. 
Major Andres, the 
Spanish oflQcer, was killed, with two of 
his lieutenants. 


The troops suffered terribly, the Cu-* 
"bang hewing their way through them to- 
wards the colors, where a more desperate 
hand to hand encounter occurred, but the 
Cubans captured the flag, and then tho 
Spaniards fled. The troops at Las Mangas, 
hearing the firing, made a demonstration, 
and the Cubans, fearing to be caught be- 
tween two firea, retreated, carrying off 
their dead and wounded. 
The Spanish 
loss is reported at over a hundred, while 
the Cubans did not lose over fifteen men. 


At the palace in Havana the report waa 
gent in from Las Mangas of a Spanish 
victory, but it added "the Spanish troops 
left the field before tho insurgents did." 


On Jan, 24 the Insurgents dynamited the 
iron bridge over the Tunicu river at Sagua 
and as a consequence trafile Is suspended. 
Major Prats has destroyed the prefecture 
of the insurgent, Captain Cardoso, in the 
zone of Placetas as far as Buona Vista, 
eelzing the cattle and horses. The capture 
is important on account of the location, 
which is a strong strategic, position. 
The 
prefectures of Qulnco Ceperos at Dos Sier- 
ras were also destroyed. 
Captain General 
Weyler arrived at 
Colon, in 
Matanzas 
province, yesterday and went thence to 
Manguito, proceeding then to the south. 


Settlins: Heavy Damag^e Oaims. 


Camde:^, N. J., Jan. 27.—The railroad 
accident which occurred on the Atlantic 
City meadows last summer and resulted 
In tho killing of forty-four people and the 
injuring of about 10Ü more has proven a 
very costly one to the railroads. 
The ac- 
cident was caused by a Philadelphia and 
Heading flyer running Into a West Jersey 
triiin having on board an excursión party. 
Since the accident tho companies have 
been settling the claims for damages out- 
side of courts. 
It Is estimated that thus 
far they have paid out in damages a sum 
amounting to nearly ?1.000.000. 
One of 
the latest claims to be settled is that of 
Mrs, Samuel Mita, 
She brought suit for 
tiK),üOO damages for the death of her hus- 
band and one daughter and the injuring 
of herpelf and a son, and the company. It 
is said, has given her $30,000 in settlement.
